The prior art does not disclose to react a first gaseous precursor and a second gaseous 
precursor to deposit a first electrically conductive layer at a first deposition rate, and depositing 
a second electrically conductive layer at a second deposition rate that is less than the first 
deposition rate by depositing a precursor layer of a third gaseous precursor at least one 
monolayer thick and exposing the precursor to a fourth gaseous precursor to form a nanolayer 
reaction product, the second electrically conductive layer being in contact with the dielectric 
layer about 50A thick as claimed.
